2. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
The claims in the instant application have not been rejected using prior art because no 

references, or reasonable combination thereof, could be found which disclose or suggest a stent 
comprising two serpentine bands, where at least has a first connector and a second connector, 
wherein the first and second connector are adjacent one another and the second portion of the 
first connector nests within the first portion of the second connector and the second portion of the 
second connector nests within the first portion of the first connector, where each serpentine band 
has a magnitude, the magnitude is the longitudinal distance from the proximal most portion of a 
serpentine band to the distal most portion of the same serpentine band, the connector has a first 
end connected to a first serpentine band and a second end connected to a second serpentine band, 
the distance between the first and second ends of the connector exceeding the sum of the 
magnitudes of the two serpentine bands and the length of the second connector exceeds the 
combined length of the magnitudes of the two serpentine bands.
